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The records of the national church show tant we were first organized to 
1856 with fifteen mombers but John C. Wilson vt.o served as clerk for a long 
time in the early days is authority for the sixtement that in August or Sepe 
tember 1855, the original organization was made by the Des Moines BieSHieEy 
of a church with the following charter members |

The church was incorporated March lst 1859 with J. S. Hunter, John Ce Wilson, 
and Thomas McCord as trusteese The articles were drawn up by Thomas Miller 
who was lator killed in the Civil War. 
We have had six places of worshipe John Wilson, on Juno lst 1896 made 
the following reporte 
CHURCH BUILDINGS 
At the organization of the church an old frame building was 
leasede The Said building was located on the lot where our par- 
sonage now stands, the roof thereof having a depressed appearance 
was known as tho old "Sway-back". It was originally the carpon- 
ters shop of Messers Wollonback and Cannelly both of whom have long 
sincv passed into world boyond. In this building tho church wor- 
shiped regularly for about ono yoar or until the early part of the 
yoar 1859 when the church having leased a comfortable room on tho 
second story of tho brick building on tho North East corner of the 
public square thon and now known as the John Moyor grocery build- 


ingse Romoving to said room the church worshiping rogularly in 


that room from tho oarly part of 1857 until tho wintor or spring 
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of 1859. In March 1859 the church being compelled to vaeate the 
room we had so pleasantly occupied fox chont two years at have 
chesed the North East part of lot 3 in iitock 15 Newton being the 
ground facing to the North upon which now stands the Brick ware 
room of Wme Vaughan and Sone There being no building on said 
part of lot in which we could meet for worship the church at 
onoe cast about for a building- 80on removing to the South end 
of our fraction of a lot a small frame building to which we put 
prineartion which in the course of several months was completed 
so that late in the fall of 1859 or the winter of same year we 
were romoved into our little frame building whero with rejoicing 
wo felt that wo could for a time at least meet for the worship 
of God without fear of molostatione 

It iy eels right here to state that during tho months that 
we wore engaged in the erection of our little frame building, our 
city and county authorities seeing our situation kindly granted 
permission to worshiv in the court house, here we met regularly 
until we took possession of our own buildinge In our own little 
frame building we continued to worship until the Spring of 1868. 

It is right that at this point wo go back and mako explana= 
tory statemont that while it is truo that wo worshiped in our 
little frame building until tho spring of 1868, we became owner 
of Lots 7 and 8 Block 11 Nowton in March 1867 being the lots 
upon which our church and parsonages now standse At tho time the 
chureh became the owner of said T0~s (in March 1867) thoy wore 
simply vacant lotse No church buildings thereon whatovere 

By a most despornte offort a subscription was raised suffi- 


cient as we supposed to give us a good substantial church building 
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and work was commenced with a will and during the summer of 1867 
and the wintor ‘of 1867 and 1868 there was with a little help from 
the community and one thousand dollars from the Board of Church 
Eroction a Brick Church building 35 by 60 foot comploted at a cost 
of full six thousand (6,000) dollarse But no ono sooming to undor- 


stand the charactor of tho Soil or Subsoil upon which tho build= 


ing was boing erected and being unablo to procure such material eles 


as would make eithor a good‘foundation or good strong side walls 

wo were almost o Aenea ee a very inferior church build- 

ing as wo consider its coste In this brick building we worshiped 
reguler ly from the spring of 1868. (The church was dodicated Feb- 
ruary 23, 1868. by tho Reve Mre Marshall of Marion Iowa who has 
within a fow months passed to his Orray oR ett early in tho spring 
of 1889 (is from 1868 to 1889 a little more than 20 yoars)e This 
old church building which for more than twonty yoars had been our 
church house began to be looked upon as unsafe with its cracked 
walls, ond flimsy foundation, conseoently congregational meetings 
wore called early in the somson of J839 and 1t was thon and thore 
decided that the old brick must come down to give place to another 
to be erectod on the same grounde A building committee was at 

onoe appointed (viz Rot. David Brown, C.W. Campboll and John Wilson) 
a subscription list started the toaring down of the old building 
commenaede So that by Juno 1889 tho old building was gone and 
excavations commenced for the now onde The work progressing stoadi= 
ly and with determination during the summor the building in which 
wo now worship as you soe it today was completed including tho 
heator in the basement so that on tho 22nd day of December 1889 tho 


churoh was dodicatod to tho worship of Almighty God and from that 
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date to the present timo (June lst 1896) here has been our church . 
homee On the we of the church lots stands a good two story par= 
sonage ereoted at a cost of about Pied, ae it row etands also on 
tho semo lot stunds a good barn for tho use of the Pastor ereetod 
at a cost of $200.

Many of us still remember this: old building which served us until 1922 
when under Dre Moores leadorship the church decided it was timo to builde A 
building committee consisting of Roscoo Bradt, Mrse Be Ae Millor, Tom Buchanan 
and Ralph Smith was appointed; A Financo committee with Mrs» We We Smith 
os chairman, Ruth Campbei, C:» A» Eoglo and Mv» A. 7 Guthrio began to get 
all of us workings Tho men's cliss under the .caue.tship of John Kexbst starte- 


ed to sell small paperjb.ulce Sor a jot of monuy. Wa We Ome.tn was appointed 
Superintordent 


Superintendent of constrcticn» The original cost that wus discussed was $122000 


but as our enthusiasim moun%ed and a vision, as to what -w- sanctuary was to 
bo like, devoloped, tho cost of $12,000 was forgottene This »s).ursh was built 
at a cost of $80,000. Every member dug deep into his savings to help pay for 
ite Every church organization pledged and pledgeds The community helped in

To help meet the vost of bastaurz g¢ih.909,00 was borrowed from the Board- 


of National Missionse This ivan had been reduced to $9,00C by 19376 At that 
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time there was a total of $2250 interest in awwearse This was settled by a 
payment of $10,000 from the Dena Be Maytag Trust Funds ‘The church organ was 
a gift of Mre F. Le Naytags Mrse Maytag too< pride in donating tho monagramed 
service for the churche Byvl937 the church was paid for> 

Dona BeeMaytag passod away in the latter part of 1933 lonving a will in 
which she gave our church a legacy of $25,000 in trust for five yoarss During 
these five years the church received: tho incomo from tho trust and at the end 
of tho five year poriod the ontiro trust fund was paid to tho churche After 
the payment of the church loan there remained $15,000 in this funde In the 
latter part of 1937 Mro Fe L. Maytag made a gift to the church of 50 sharos, 
6% preferred stock of tho See: Commercial Corporation which is still held 
by the churche The balance of the Dena Be Maytag Fund is invosted in securities. 
The trustees have adopted the policy of using only the incomo of these two fundse 
Both Mre Maytag and Mrse Maytag wero generous HR oie A): and the Board have

In addition te theso mds tho Session has a trust fuad of $1,5003,00 
left by Elders Jcehn Wilson, and a Mason which is cailed tne Wiison-Mason Fund: 
The session uses the income as it sees fit in the work of tro churche 

The church building and parsonago is paid for and the consregation has 
approximately $20,000 which it is holding as a trust funds The«y is, however, 
A mortage of $7000; about which wo had forgotton, which is held by the 
Board of National Missions and which was issued in 1889. The following letter 
explains this mortgagee
